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Riots erupt 
in Khartoum 

CAIRO (R) — Riots flared In the Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum Wednesday in a second 
consecutive day of protests apparently over 
price increases for bread and other goods as 
President Jafaar Numeiri was reported fly- 
ing to the United States, eyewitnesses said. 


Hie official • Sudanese news 
agency SUNA said Mr. Numeiri- 
bad left for Washington (See page 
2), where he was expected to seek 
further economic aid in talks with 
President Reagan and other Ame- 
rican officials. 

Eyewitnesses said by phone 
from Khartoum that cars were set 
ablaze, but police seemed to be 
controlling mobs who protested 
after Mr. Numeiri dropped sub- 
sidies on bread and other goods. ' 

Sudan, hit by a.rebeilion in the 
south, stricken by drought and 
burdened by a refugee influx from 
famine in Ethiopia and Chad, is 
Africa’s largest country and one of 
its poorest. 

Large numbers of people were 
running through the streets and 
there were possibly buildings set 
on fire,” one source told the AP. 
“■Their main predilection seemed 
to be smashing cars.” 

A diplomat at the U.S. embassy 
said it “lost a few cars,” both off- 
iciaJ and private, but that the dis- 
turbances did not appear to be 
directed especially towards the 
Americans. 


Big explosion 
rocks Baghdad 


BAHRAIN (R) — A big exp- 
losion rocked Baghdad Wed- 
nesday after Iran said, it fired a 
“sixth missHe" at the Iraqi capital 
in two weeks following air raids 
against its cities. 

There were no immediate rep- 
orts of damage or casualties in 
Baghdad, but residents said a huge 
pall of smoke hung over a 
densely-populated area of the city 
after foe blast. 

Eyewitnesses in Baghdad said 
Wednesday they had counted 76 
corpses laid out in front of an apa- 
rtment building hit by a explosion 
on Monday when Iran reported its 
previous missile attack. 

In Tehran, Iran’s first deputy 
foreign minister, Ali Mohammad 
Besharati, said Tehran was see- 
king some 5350 billion in war re- 
parations from Iraq as a condition 
for peace. 

Mr. Besharati, in an interview 
with the daily Tehran Times, also 
reiterated another major con- 
dition for ending the war was the 
trial and “punishment” of the 
Iraqi government. 

Baghdad newspapers said Tue- 
sday Iraq would intensify the war 
unless Iran agreed to a com- 
prehensive peace settlement. 

Iran said its latest missile attack 
was in retaliation for air raids 


Wednesday and Tuesday on Teh- 
ran, which killed 12 people, and 
against Isfahan, Hama dan, Bak- 
htaran and other cities Tuesday. 

Iraq said its waiplanes Wed- 
nesday successfully raided Teh- 
ran, Hamadan, Qazvin and Kas- 
han in northern and central Iran 
and the border towns of Sar- 
e-Pol-e-Zahab and Gilan- 
c-Gharb. 

Iraqi authorities have given no 
details of six blasts in Baghdad on 
each of the days Iran said h fired a 
missile at the city, only blaming 
the first two on pro-Iranian age- 
nts. 

The Iranian news agency ERNA 
first said Wednesday’s missile was 
fired at 0915 GMT, but corrected 
the launch time to 0951 GMT 
after reports of a 1000 GMT exp- 
losion in Baghdad. 

Meanwhile, the Kuwaiti daily 
An An baa said Libya delivered 
Russian-made long-range Scud-B 
missiles to Iran via Turkey in con- 
travention of its arms pact deal 
with the Soviet Union and rel- 
ations between Tripoli and Mos- 
cow have been strained as a result 

Quoting unidentified dip- 
lomatic sources in Kuwait foe 
paper said the Libyan- Soviet pact 
stipulated that foe missiles not be 
passed on to third parties. 


Israelis round up 100 
villagers in S. Lebanon 


SIDON (R) — Israeli troops hun- 
ting resistance men Wednesday 
raided a village in occupied South 
Lebanon, searching houses and 
rounding up about 100 men for 
questioning, security sources in 
the south said. 

Troops entered Sbahour, 15 
kilometres east of foe southern 
port of Tyre, in 10 armoured per- 
sonnel carriers and 10 other 'veh- 
icles and ordered about 100 men 
10 assemble on the village soccer 
field, they said. 

Resistance men meanwhile 
fired rockets at a pro-Israeli mil- 
itia post near the market town of 
Nabatiyeh and militiamen imm- 
ediately dosed off nearby roads 
and combed foe area, the sources 
said. There was no word on cas- 
ualties. . 

The raid on Shahcmr was the 
latest in a series on villages east of 
Tyre known for anti-Israeli act- 
ivity. 

Gun, mortar and rocket battles 
Tuesday night between foe Leb- 
anese army and rightist militiamen - 
in the south’s mala city of Sidon 
damaged buildings in eastern sub- 
urbs before tailing off in the early 


hours, security sources in the. city 
said. 

Ten people were killed and 50 
wounded, and thousands fled their 
homes is fi gh ting last week after 
rig htist militiamen took control of 
Sidon’s eastern suburbs.

“A hjgh Israeli official has ind- 
icated that this daim was in 
error,” Mr. Joyce said, adding that 
the official said the tank had fired 
al people the Israelis had thought 
were armed.

“When they 
asked him questions and found he 
was British, they let him gp.” 

Mr. Nash was to have medical 
checks at a Beirut hospital before 
flying to London with his Leb- 
anese wife; she added. 

She said she believed her father 
had been mistaken for an Ame- 
rican because he worked in a sea- 
front building also used by the 
American embassy. 

Two other Britons, three 
French diplomats and a secretary 
at the French embassy, an Ame- 
rican journalist and a Dutch priest 
have been kidnapped since gun- 
men forced Mr. Nash into a car as 
he was walking to work in west 
Beirut on March 14. ■

In a cover letter Mr. Shultz said 
President Ronald Reagan's adm- 
inistration strongly opposes an 
amendment barring sales of sop- 
histicated arms to Jordan until foe 
Kingdom is ready to recognise Isr- 
ael and enter into direct peace 
talks. 

Rather than encouraging Jor- 
dan to further the peace process, 
the move appears to weaken U.S. 
support for the “courageous 
risks” Jordan has taken so for in 
encouraging the Palestine Lib- 
eration Oiganisation (PLO) to 
negotiate peace, Mr. Shultz said. 

An amendment that seeks to 
put sole blame on Egypt for strains 
in its relations with Israel “would 
be a mistake,” he said. “I could 
barm Egyptian-Israeti relations, 
U-S.-Egyptian relations and cur- 
rent prospects for progress in foe 
peace process.” 

Noting the recent Egyptian 
peace initiative, Mr. Shultz said 
the timing of foe amendment is 
“most unfortunate.” 

“Explicit pressure in the form of 


legislative conditions on aid to 
Egypt, in particular the return of 
the Egyptian ambassador to Isr- 
ael, ami more likely oonstrict the 
Egyptian government’s freedom 
to manoeuvre than encourage fur- 
ther progress,'' Mr. Shultz said. 

The subcommittee amendment 
says U.S. aid is provided to Egypt 
on the understanding that foe 
country wiD fulfil commitments 
under the Camp David accords, 
including returning the amb- 
assador. 

While m aintaining the dip- 
lomatic relations called for in the 
accords. President Hosni Mub- 
arak has refused to return the 
Egyptian ambassador to foe Tel 
Aviv embassy since withdrawing 
him in 1982 to protest the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon and the mas- 
sacre of Palestinians in Israeli- 
controlled refugee camps. 

Mr. Shultz questioned foe con- 
stitutionality of a congressional 
ban on contacts between adm- 
inistration officials and foe PLO 
because it is the president’s “uni- 
que responsibility’' to conduct dip- 
lomacy. 

“Our policy concerning neg- 
otiations with the PLO remains, 
unchanged and firm: U.S. officials 
do not engage in substantive con- 
tacts or omissions with officials 
of foe PLO," Mr. Shultz said. 

Making such policy a law, how- 
ever, undercuts the adm- 
inistration's qualification “to dev- 
elop and conduct US. policy in 
the Middle East in a way wnich 
best promotes U.S. national int- 
erests,” he said. 


Israel ‘encouraged’ by 
U.S. interest in Mideast 


TEL AVIV (AP) — A senior Isr- 
aeli government official signalled 
Wednesday that Israel was enc- 
ouraged by increased US. inv- 
olvement with the Middle East 
peace process. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition he was not named, said foe 
forthcoming visit to the region of 
US. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy and recent, con- 
tacts with Washington about sta- 
rting a dialogue with the Arabs. 

Since foe visit of Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak to Was- 
hington in early March, the official 
told reporters, “there have been 
different contacts involving Was- 
hington about the way to begin 
negotiations. This is a positive 
development.” 

The official also said foe U.S. 
a dminis tration's decision to send 
Mr. Muiphy to the region was 
“one of foe positive fallouts of the 
Mubarak initiative and the recent 
opening erf foe peace process.” 

Mr. Muiphy, who last visited 
foe area late last year, was exp- 
ected to visit Israel, Jordan, Egypt 


and perhaps Iraq . 

The Reagan administration dec- 
ided to send Mr. Muiphy to exp- 
lore peace prospects after showing 
initial reluctance to get involved. 

“We are encouraged that eve- 
rybody now deals not so much 
with foe tough questions of sub- 
stance but rather with the ope- 
rational question of how to get 
everybody around foe table and 
Muiphy is probably going to exp- 
lore that with all sides during his 
visit,” the Israeli official said. 

The latest flurry of interest in 
restarting a peace process began 
when Mr. Mubarak offered in 
February to host talks between 
Israel and a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

But Israel objected to Mr. 
Mubarak’s suggestion that the 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
first meet with US. officials in 
Washington. The Israeli official 
said IsracTs position had not cha- 
nged: “We have made our pos- 
ition dear to foe administration, 
and we are against negotiations 
that do not involve Israel.”

jailed Kuwait bombers 


KUWAIT (R) — Kidnappings rfAin«^caiB in Leb- 
anon over Am past year appear to be in reprisal for 

17 men jailed in Kuwait to bombing Western emb- 
assies in 1983, diplomats here said Wednesday. 


The prisoners were sentenced a 
year ago Wednesday for blasts at 
the U.S. and French embassies 
■Hand government installations in 
December 1983, which left six 
dead and over 80 injured. 

Four Arabs hijacked a Kuwait 
Airlines plane to Tehran last Dec- 
ember, killing two Americans, to 
try and secure the release of the ■ 
pro-Iranian ShTite Muslims held. 
They include three sentenced to 
death but, as far as is known, not 
yet executed. 

Diplomats said the kidnappings 
and the convictions were linked 
publicly for the first time last 
week. “But there have been whi- 
spers of this around for some t- 
ime,’-' one said. 

News reports from Joilet, Ill- 
inois, said the sister of a priest kid- 
napped in Beirut last January, 
Lawrence Martin Jenco, had rel- 
eased- a letter from him citing the 
link. 

“I am being held hostage for 


those men being held hostage in 
Kuwait As long as they are held, I 
am hel&!-he wrote to his sister, 
Mae Mihdich, in a note she rec- 
eived on March 1. 

The reports quoted Mlhelich as 
saying she released the letter bec- 
ause it was similar to one made 
public by the wife of die Reverend 
Benjamin Weir, a minister abd- 
ucted in May 1984 in West Beirut 

She had previously kept quiet 
about it at the request of me State 
Department, but hoped disclosure 
would keep pressure on the U.S. 
government to try win his release. 

Diplomats here noted local spe- 
culation going back a year over 
whether a clandestine exchange of 
kidnap victims and the jailed 
bombers would be considered.

UNRWA pulls Britons out of Lebanon

ted Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees 
(UNRWA) is moving British staff 
out of Lebanon at the request of 
the British embassy in Beirut, the 
agency’s head said Wednesday.

Rydbeck said in a statement 
UNRWA will keep six int- 
ernational staff in Beirut and three 
In Tyre, to supervise 2,300 local 


staff in schools, clinics and welfare 
centres that serve 256,000 Pal- 
estinian refugees in Lebanon. 

The British embassy had rec- 
ommended the removal of British 
staff after the recent kidnappings 
of three Britons, including 
UNRWA's public information 
consultant Alec Collett. 

“UNRWA is certainly not con- 
templating dosing its offices or its 
operations in Lebanon,” Mr. 


Collet, aged 63, was returning 
from an assignment in Tyre, South 
Lebanon, when the UNRWA car 
in which he was travelling was sto- 
pped at Khalde south of Beirut. 
According to first reports Mr. Col- 
lett was removed from the car 
when he was identified as British. 
The driver, an Austrian national, 
was able to continue to Beirut.

Alia to take delivery of two 
new TriStar planes in May

AMMAN — : Alia, the Royal Jor- 
danian Airline, is due to take del- 
ivery of two new Lockheed Tri- 
Scar passenger planes in May and 


rattan in June. 

The two new 240-seat planes 
are part of an $80 ncdLiioii endear 
placed by Alia in late 1982 for 
three TriStars from Lockheed. 

• -The first of the planes was del- 
ivered to Alia in March 1984. 

The Alia order was one of the 
last brdcra for TriStars accepted 
by Lockheed before the U.S. cor- 
poration stopped production of 
the TriStar generation of planes. 
The purchase is partly financed by 
and foreign loans to Alia. 
“We expect the new planes to be 
in operation in June,” said Nisar 
A. Aiyne, Alia’s vice press dent for 
mrlirie planning and scheduling. 
“We have to carry out certain 
notifications in the aircraft and 
we intend to do it at our own han- 
gars." 

The planned modifications ate 
mainly in the cockpit layout and 
galiies, Mr. Aryne said. "Of cou- 
rse the modification work could be 
earned out at Lockheed, but Alia 
has the facilities and technical 
personnel to do it here at a much 
lesser cost,” he said. 

The new planes will be int- 
roduced in Alia’s routes to Europe 
and, provisionally, to the Par East, 
Mr. Aiyne said. “We may replace 
the Boeing 747 used to operate 
the A mm an- Bangkok route with 
one New TriStars and the 747 
might be used for our Amman- 
U.S. flights,” he added. 

The arrival of the planes win 
increase the number of the aircraft 
in Alia’s fleet to 18 from the pre- 
sent fleet of two Boeing 747 
Jumbo jets, six TriStars, five Boe- 
ing 727 and three Boeing 707.

“We have to increase the num- 
ber of flight staff, cockpit crew, to 
cope with our requirements with 
the arrival of the new planes,” Mr. 
Aryne said in reply to a Question. 
He explained that while most air- 
lines could maintain extra staff on 
the a dminis trative level in their 
payroll “the question of extra coc- 
' kpit crew is different” He pointed 
out that it was economically unf- 
easible to have 1 such highly-paid - - 
extra persotae^Whose serviefeg arc 
not part of the daily operatibds of 
the airline.

The two new TriStars will be 
delivered to Alia in Los Angeles, 
and Alia personnel will fly the 
planes to Amman after an “acc- 
eptance flight” and dose scrutiny 
of the technical specifications of 
the aircraft Such procedures have 
to be completed before Alia will 
sign papers which would register 
the planes in the airline's name. 
“Once the planes are registered in 
Alia’s name only Alia personnel 
could fly them/' Mr. Aryne said. 

In reply to a question cm Alia’s 
plans for new flights and routes, 
Mr. Aiyne said the airiine has dec- 
ided to extend its present 
Amman-Istanbul flight to Mos- 
cow. “The " inaugural fli gh t to 
Moscow will be on May 2, and in 
July we will have direct 
A mm an- Moscow flights.” he said. 
However, the direct flights would

Another flight expansion 
would take effect in June when the 
present Amman-Sjngapore flight 
would be re-routed to land at 
Kuala Lumpur, the Malaysian 
capital, he said. “Of course it does 
not mean a sew route, but an add- 
itional landing point,” he added.

years. “The absence of a jus- 


tifiable base of enough- potential 
passengers to and from both cou- 
ntries has been one of the’ stu- 
mbling blocks in reaching an agr- 
eement,” Mr. A*yne said. 

An Alia delegation visited India 
last month, Mr. Aiyne said and he 
expressed hope that the first Alia 
flight would touch down in India 
sometime before the year is over. 
“We expect that such a flight will 
have an intermediate stop at some 
point in the Gulf, as we do in the 
case of our present flights to Kar- 
achi,” he said. 

The Jordan limes has learnt 
that Air India was not keen to fly 
to Amman because such a route 
was economically unfeasible for 
the carrier. It is estimated that 
there are over 8,000 Indians living 
in Jordan while Jordanians, mai- 
nly students, living in India may 
not number more than 1,500. 

The results of the Alia del- 
egation’s visit to India and talks 
senior Air India officials were 
encouraging, Mr. Aryne said. He 
added that there have been con- 
sultations between the Jordanian 
and Indian governments on the 
foreign ministry level but said he 
did not have any details.

vi v Jordan opens acting institute to mark Theatre Day

AMMAN — Jordan Wednesday 
marked “International Theatre 
Day” by inaugurating an acting 
institute and staging two theatrical 
plays; “This is Life” at the Dep- 
artment of Culture and Aits the- 
atre and “ Harhashe’s Journey” at 
the Royal Cultural Centre (RCC). 

Also Wednesday, the second 
day of a three-day seminar on 
"Theatre in Jordan” continued its 
discussions on theatre movement 
in the country. The discussion fol- 
lowed a paper presented by Mr. 
Abdul Latif Shainma, a prominent 
Jordanian art critic, which dis- 
cussed “Land Marks in the His- 
tory of Jordanian Theatre”. Mr. 
Shainma mentioned the history of 
Jordanian theatre tracing it back 
to the early sixties and sev- 
enties. He concluded that those 
theatrical plays which succeed are 
those which “tackle issues per- 
taining to human problems” and 
that the theatrical message within 
the play should be dear, precise 
and far away from using “sym- 
bolism''. 

The seminar was opened Tue- 
sday evening by Minister of Cul- 
ture, Tourism and Antiquities and 
Acting Information Minister 
Taher Hikmat who said that “Art 
is created by personal imagination 
and endeavours and governments 
were never behind the promotion 
of any kind of art.” Mr. Hikmat 
also said that the government had 
more pressing issues to tackle bef- 
ore bong able to attend to artistic 
problems. 

He said: “Due to the vast cha- 
nges in all levels in Jordan, it has 
become difficult for the public sec- 
tor to pay attention to the theatre 
vis-a-vis more pressing issues.” 

Mr. Hikmat added that theatre 
grows separately from the official 
support and without the need for 
dhect governmental assistance. 

Mr. Hikmat said that the var- 
ious political and social challenges 


Latin American countries dev- 
eloped a "Theatre of the Poor” 
which needed no luxurious aud- 
itoriums or grand stages. 

The minister said that not much 
research has been conducted on 
the theatre crisis in Jordan and 
that the last seminar held on the 
issue was organised in 1978. "It is 
sad to realise that the second sem- 
inar in Jordan is organised on the 
issue after so many years,” be 
added. The minister also said that 
the new acting institute will offer 
intensive courses on the art of the- 
atre which will enable Jordanians 
who are interested in theatre to 
obtain free training in both aca- 
demical and practical fields. 

At the opening session Mr. 
Mufid Hawaradeb, from Yar- 
mouk University, presented a 
paper on “The Status of Theatre 
Art in the Arab World with an 
Emphasis on Jordan” from which 
he concluded that afl theatre plays 

in Jordan are “associated with ind- 
ividuals not with groups.” He 
added that children’s theatre foc- 
uses On popular fairy tales which 
are unsuitable for the electronic 
age in which we live. He also poi- 


nted out that the government has 
not incorporated the idea of pro- 
moting theatre arts in their dev- 
elopment plans. 

Mr. Hawamdeh added that 
there is no continuity in the pro- 
duction of plays and that in 1984 
only 16 local plays were pre- 
sented. 

Mr. Hawamdeh raid that ano- 
ther factor is that Jordanians do 
not regard theatre plays as a ref- 
lection of the culture and intellect, 
“theatre instead is regarded as a 
method of entertainment'’. 

At the end of the seminar, a 
heated debate took place between 
the audience who were mainly 
local artists, drama students and 
playwriters, and Mr. Haidar 
Mahmoud who deputised for the 
minister who had to leave before 
the discussion started. 

The audience all insisted that a 
national theatre movement should 
exist and that the government 
should support the theatre mov- 
ement and theatre art in the Kin- 
gdom. 

Mr. Mahmoud announced that 
on the occasion of the Int- 
ernational day for theatre, the ■ 


Ministry of Culture, Tourism and 
Antiquities has allocated special 
awards to be given to a local out- 
standing script writer, an actor and 
a play director. 

Mr. Mahmoud also told the 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
that the Ministry of Culture, Tou- 
rism and Antiquities has allocated 
a budget to revive theatre arts and 
to produce plays.

Jordan and Egypt signed a trade 
protocol agreement in October 
1984. The agreement calls for the 
exchange of 30 manufactured 
items between each of the two 
countries and provides for Jordan 
to export goods worth $30 million 
to Egypt The agreement provides 
for equal transactions of goods 
between the two countries. 


Court sentences murderer 
of four-year old to death 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A c riminal 
who kidnapped and murdered a 
four-year-old child was sentenced 
to death by the grand cri minal 
court of Amman, according to a 
report in the Al Dustour Arabic 
daily newspaper published Tue- 
sday. 

The criminal, who kidnapped 
the girl in April 1984 from 
Amman, took her to Zarqa to live 

with him apri hi s miRT T req c, claiming 

to neighbours that the girl was his 
daughter, the report said. 

The child who could not adapt 
to the new home kept shouting, 
and crying, the kidnapper said in 
his testimony. 

He confessed that he tried to 
stop die girl from shouting by int- 


imidation and torture. He adm- 
itted that he submerged the gnfs 
head in water, whipped her with a 
piece of rubber hose and took 
photos of the girl naked. 

The giri died as a result of tor- 
ture, the report said. The man 
then put her corpse in a large car- 
ton, hired a taxi and dropped the 
box in an alley in Amman, acc- 
ording to the report. 

The father of Fadia, the mur- 
dered child, Mr. Satneer Ktout, 
said that his child was kidnapped 
while playing in front of then- 
home on April 27, 1984. Nei- 
ghbours reported that a man was 
playing with the child before tak- 
ing her away in his car.

Reagan has MX flying 


TUESDAY’S close vote on the MX missiles in tbe U.S. House of 
Representatives is doubtless a victory for the Reagan adm- 
inistration polities on security and defence. But more than 
that, its fenmes how divided American public opinion is on the 
subject of tbe arms race and arms talks with the Soviet Union. 

Before the vote, President Reagan had maintained that a 
negative response by Congress to his caQ fear approving all- 
ocations for 21 MX missiles this year would undercut his neg- 
otiating position in Geneva. Rts opponents on the MX, by no 
means all Democrats, have contended that the MX was not 
really that necessary for U.S. security needs and buildipg more 
of the missiles could only cloud the atmosphere around the 
Geneva 

Public opinion in the U.S. is divided basically between two 
schools of thnnght; One that calls for buOdmg up military 
straqph in order to wring concessions from the Soviet Onion in 
arms control negotiations; and the other which urges a more 
“sane” approach by quitting spending so much upon ins- 
truments of destruction. Most Americans, however, favour an 
end to the arms race and want both sup er powers to pursue a 
policy of agreement and dialogue instead of the escalation 
process. 

What Tuesday’s vote has showed is a slight tilt towards what 
the president favours, at least in the sense that some Democrats 
who opposed the MX voted for it because they did not want to 
be Mamed for apy failure in Reagan’s arms reduction efforts in 
Geneva. But the issue may not be as simple as all that, esp- 
ecially when the viability and usefulness of the MX itself are 
taken into consideration and also when the whole matter is 
looked at in the contest of other related weapon systems on a 
global scale. 

“Star Wars”, offitially known as the Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative (SDl), should be coming np for debate in Congress soon. 
This is another controversial subject upon which the MX vote 
wffl have some bearing but which wmbeirn even bigger test for 
the Reagan administration's security policies. It Is on budget 
allocations for “Star Wars” research j and not so much on 
bufldmg the envisaged 100 MX missiles, that modi of the hard 
bar gaining between the president and Congress will be done. 
But more importantly perhaps the hard Imr^iining will be with 
the Soviet Union, where the House Democrats are not exactly 
the same as the Kremlin leaders, and where Moscow is sure to 
show strong opposition to the space project. 

For now President Reagan has his MX bargaining chip gra- 
nted him by the American Congress. Who knows what the 
future holds for his other projects?

Al Ra’i : King urges European role 


KING HUSSEIN made a speech to the Spanish Parliament in Mad- 
rid in which he concentrated on the Middle East question and the 
Palestine problem. He said that as the colonised regions of the world 
were gaining their independence, the Palestinian people were being 
driven out of their land to make way for a new kind of Zionist 
colonialism that has been threatening many nations in tbe region. 

King Hussein reiterated Jordan's views that peace in the Middle 
East cannot be achieved unless the U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242 has been implemented. He said that the Palestine problem forms 
the core of the whole issue and the root cause of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. Therefore, he said, any solution to this crisis should take into 
consideration the rights of the Palestinian people in their homeland. 
Peace cannot be achieved, the King said, through force and through 
the imposition of the will of the strong over the weak and through the 
usurpation of land. 

King Hussein said that the Jordanian- Palestinian agreement to 
reactivate efforts for peace is a chance to Europe including Spain to 
try to find a just solution to the Palestine problem and thus they can 
help solve the whole Middle East conflict. The Jordanian-Palestmian 
accord, he said, is designed to achieve justice for all people. of the 
Middle East region. 


Al Dustour: Time for peace 


WITH AN open mind, objectivity and candidness. King Hussein 
addressed the Spanish Parliament in Madrid Tuesday, urging the 
European nations to shoulder their responsibility towards peace. In 
his speech, King Hussein made a comprehensive review of the Pal- 
estine problem, and its developments over the year. But perhaps two 
particular points were most significant. These were: First, the 
Jordanian -Palestinian agreement of last month and second, his war- 
ning that any failure to reach peace would ultimately lead to disaster. 

King Hussein said that the Jordanian-Palestinian accord is a bid to 
end the conflict for good, and to establish stability and peace for all. 
He said that the parties to the Middle East conflict should seize this 
opportunity, otherwise the forces of moderation will disappear for 
ever and elements of extremism and chaos will prevail. 

King Hussein’s views were based on a long history of frustrated 
and vain efforts to establish peace caused mainly by the intransigence 
of Israel and the United States, the two allies that have been thw- 
arting ail peace efforts. The King's warnings come as the Iasi alarm 
bell for all. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Addressing Europe 
in Madrid 


KING HUSSEIN told the Spanish Parliament in Madrid Tuesday 
that the Jordanian-Palestinian agreement of Feb. 11 was a tou- 
chstone for all the parties to the Arab-Israeli conflict. He said that the 
agreement provides for elements of peace and is considered a gen- 
uine effort for ending the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

King Hussein's speech was meant to make the European nations 
also understand the real situation in the Middle East and to urge 
them to work towards establishing peace. Through his visit to Spain, 
which is about to enter the European Community, King Hussein 
meant to cany to Europe a genuine bid towards peace on the part of 
the Palestinians and Jordanians and to pave the way for active 
European participation in the peace-making process. 
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Do not take Washington’s talk that seriously

AMERICANS ARE a funny 
people. They like to show dis- 
respect to their government 
and leaders. Cartoons in new- 
spapers make the president 
look like circus fool. Generals 
ate shown as immensely fat 
monstrosities suffocated with 
medals. On domestic affairs, 
top officials and politicians are 
portrayed as acting on the bas- 
est of motives. And in foreign 
policy, one would think that 
president and his advisers were 
so ignorant and passive that all 
they did was to react to ext- 
ernal events. 

Foreigners looking at all this 
setf-debasemeat begin to think 
the same way. “Why is Reagan 
or Shultz or Weinberger so 
stupid and ignorant?” “Ame- 
ricans haven't the foggiest idea 
of what is going on in this or 
that place.” It seems as if for- 
eign leaders must periodically 
come to Washington to pat- 
iently instruct the American 
presidency about tbe simplest 


matters of foreign affairs. 

But let me say as a long-time 
observer of U.S. foreign policy 
that this is all camouflage. 
Underneath the mask of the 
amiable fool is an ext- 
raordinary shrewdness. Rea- 
gan is one of the most skillful 
politicians the U.S. has seen in 
a long time. Shultz is bland and 
mild-mannered but he is no 
absent-minded professor. He 
has had years of the most dem- 
anding government and cor- 
porate experience behind him. 
And Weinberger was in add- 
ition to his similar government 
and corporative experience a 
long-time political commen- 
tator on a left-of-centre radio 
station in Berkeley. In the early 
1960‘s, I used to see him there 
frequently. All three are cle- 
ver, experienced men. They 
are not geniuses. But they und- 
erstand the world of politics be 
it global or domestic. 

And they know what they 
want. That is important for 


people outside tbe United Sta- 
tes to understand. 

Difficult as it may be to bel- 
ieve, they also know what they 
want for the U.S. m the Middle 
East. This can not be inferred 
from any of their statements, 
but as in earlier years, can be 
deduced from concrete U.S. 
actions. 

Words aside, what have been 
the key U.S. actions in the 
Middle East over tbe past few 
years? Three can be singled 
out: 

(1) The U.S. has continued 
to pour a lot of money and 
weapons into Israel. (2) The 
U.S. has been gradually int- 
roducing more military power 
into the Arab Gulf countries, 
and (3) The U 5. went into and 
then out of Lebanon. While the 
first two policies go back well 
before the Reagan adm- 
inistration, all three have occ- 
ured during this adm- 
inistration. 


One could infer from the 
third a downplaying of the. 
Middle East m U.5. policy. 
Absolutely not Every sign ind- 
icates Washington regards the 
Middle East as vital as ever. 
But action number three must 
be seen in oonoectfoa with ano- 
ther recent move: $ willingness 
to consult with the Soviet 
Union on the Middle East. 
These two moves seen together 
can only mean that Reagan and 
Shultz realise that diplomacy 
involving the Soviet Union and 
not power wielded only by the 
US. is the way to achieve sta- 
bility in the Middle East 


But the first two actions can 
also not be ignored. Action 
number one has jxTwerful sup- 
port in the U.S. Congress. Act- 
ion number two has been given 
impetus almost entirely from 
within the various adm- 
inistrations, and often against 
powerful pro-Israeli sentiment 
m Congress. Yet that impetus 
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Portugal grapples with housing crisis

LISBON — Portugal's Socialist- 
led government is grappling with 
one of the toughest and pot- 
entially most explosive political 
issues since the 1 974 revolution — 
a chronic housing shortage and 
chaotic rent structure. 

After a long debate this month, 
the 21 -month-old coalition hea- 
ded by Prime Minister Mario Soa- 
res won parliamentary approval 
for a controversial new rents bill. 
The government hopes this will be 
a first step towards resolving the 
housing crisis. 

It still needs to pass another 
vote following work in committee 
to produce a detailed measure and 
could come into effect on Oct-1 

The bill, which in part lifts a fre- 
eze on rents dating back nearly 40 
years, met bitter opposition from 
the Communists. Portugal's third 
largest party, and their allies. They 
said it was inopportune at a time of 
austerity and high inflation and 
unemployment. 

The Socialists and their Social 
Democratic coalition allies were' 
joined by the opposition Christian 
Democrats in backing a measure 
which, while regarded as imp- 
erfect. was seen as a start to sol- 
ving a major social problem. 


Official figures quoted in the 
debate reveal the extent of the 
problem. Portugal .is short of 

700.000 houses, yet more than 

300.000 are standing empty and 

40.000 new homes are without 
buyers. 

Tenants in the two major cities 
of Lisbon and Oporto have been 
paying rents at rates frozen long 
before the revolution, when the 
freeze was extended to the rest of 
the country. But the freeze does 
not affect new rentals since 1981 . 

All this has produced an odd 
situation. Nearly 17 per cent of 
tenants in central Lisbon and 
about 30 per cent in other areas 
are paying monthly rents of under 
500 escudos (S2.7). But some Por- 
tuguese are paying at least 50,000 
escudos (about $280) and for- 
eigners very much more. 

New house prices are beyond 
the reach of most Portuguese and 
it is estimated that only 3.9 per 
cent of house owners are under 40 
years of age. 

A long article in the state- 
owned Lisbon daily. Diario de 
Noticias, said the rent freeze had 
inhibited owners from letting their 
. properties becaue they could not 
afford to keep them in good order. 
The newspaper said some 16,000 
homes were awaiting demolition 
because of deterioration over the 


years. 

The new rents bill includes a 
complex system of graded inc- 
reases according to the date of the 
' rental. In some cases this would 
mean a jump of 842 per. cent for 
premises rented before 1955. • 

It also provides for yearly min- 
imum increases of two-foirds of 
the rate of inflation, currently 
running at around 30 per cent. 

Minister of State Antonio de 
Almeida Samos told parliament 
the new measure would stimulate 
investment in home building and 
encourage landlords to improve 
their rented property. 

But tenant groups have bitterly 
opposed the proposed lifting of 
the rents freeze. Communist Spo- 
keswoman in parliament Zita 
Seabra denounced the bill as 
“inopportune at a time when the 
Portuguese are undergoing a 
grave social crisis and unjust bec- 
ause h threatens the roofs of more 
than 3.000,000 people in rented 
homes. 1 ’ 

A radical left-wing urban gue- 
rrilla group calling itself the FP-25 
(Popular Forces of April 25, date 
of the 1974 revolution) claimed 
responsibility for a bomb attack 
on the headquarters of the Lisbon 
Property Owners’ Association 
during the debate. 

The FP-25 said the action was in

association complained of an 
“obvious attempt at Int-

Media commentators were- gen- 
erally critical of the complexity of 
the measure and doubted whether 
a detailed version could be ready 
for implementation in October. 

Diario de Noticias said a str- 
aightforward updating of rents 
would have been preferable.

Pretoria crackdown encourages U.S. sanctions

JOHANNESBURG — The kil- 
ling of at least 1 8 blacks by riot . 
police Thursday could undermine 
Pretoria’s efforts to prevent the 
United States from imposing eco- 
nomic sanctions against South 
Africa, political analysts said Fri- 
day. 

The deaths, which occurred 
when police opened fire on a 
crowd at Uitenhage in Cape Pro- 
vince, provoked international pro- 
tests and added to the negative 
effect of recent actions by the gov- 
ernment. such as its crackdown on 
dissent. 

The timing of the killings. 25 
years to the day after the massacre 
of 69 blacks at Sharpeville. could 
hardly be more damaging to the 
picture of “reform” which Sou- 
th African leaders have tried 10 ' 
paint to ward off outside economic 
pressure. 

“The incident will reinforce 
pessimism in the United States 1 
about the situation in South Afr- 


ica.'’ said Professor Robert Sch- 
rirc. head of the politics dep- 
artmental Cape Town University. 
“Incidents of this kind dispel any 
positive mood created by the gov- 
ernment." 


The shootings received wide 
international coverage just weeks 
after the U.S. Congress was pre- 
sented with proposals that could 
hurt the beleaguered South Afr- 
ican economy. 

Congress was asked to ban new 
investments in South Africa and 
the sale in the U.S. of South Afr- 
ican Krugerrand gold coins. 

U.S. Secretary of Slate George 
Shultz said the killings were dep- 
lorable and underlined the evil of 
apartheid. President Reagan des- 
cribed the deaths as tragic but said 
there was an element in South Afr- 
ica that did not want a peaceful 
settlement. 

In Britain, the opposition Lab- 
our Party said the killings were an 
appalling massacre which showed 
that nothing essential had changed 
in South Africa in 25 years. 


Prof. Schrire said the incident 
would put more pressure on U.S. 
congressmen when they discussed 
calls for the withdrawal of Ame- 
rican business from the white- 
ruled republic. 

He added that it would increase 
the political cost of Mr. Reagan's 
“constructive engagement” policy 
under which the U.S. has muted 
criticism of Pretoria, hoping to 
persuade it to change its racial seg- 
regation policies through quiet 
diplomacy. 

Mr. Reagan faces growing 
domestic pressure to drop this pol- 
icy. 

The latest deaths brought to 
230 the number of people killed 
since unrest began in black com- 
munities just over a year ago. 

The violence has been acc- 
ompanied by crackdowns on pol- 
itical dissent, and last month 16 
leading dissidents were charged 
with high treason. 

“The problem for South Africa 
is simple: It is losing the benefit of 
the doubt among even con- 
servative Americans." Prof. Sch-

ISRAEL APPEARS to be rev- 
iving its plans to link the Med- 
iterranean and Dead Seas with a 
1 LO-kilo metre canal, using the 
altitude difference to generate 
hydroelectricity. Israeli radio 
announced on Feb. 17 that the 
cabinet had instructed the min- 
isters of finance, energy and inf- 
rastructure to examine ways of 
financing research into “the des- 
irability of starting" the first stage 
of the $1,500 million project. 

The canal would cross the occ- 
upied Gaza Strip, and the scheme 
has been condemned by the U.N. 
General Assembly as a violation 
of the Geneva Convention for- 
bidding an occupying power from 
undertaking civil works on the ter- 
ritories under its control. Jordan 
has been particularly opposed to 


the project, arguing that the influx 
of Mediterranean water would 


raws the level of the Dead Sea. 
leading to flooding of agricultural 
schemes and the important potash 
works on the shore. 

Reports last year suggested that 
Israel had shelved its canal plans. 
A study by Israel's state com- 
ptroller concluded that the pro- 
ject's economic feasibility had 


never been thoroughly inv- 
estigated, and noted that the plans 
of the Med-Dead Project Com- 
pany. established to implement 
the 'scheme, had “met with inc- 
redulity on the part of many ind- 
ependent experts."— Council for 
the Advancement of Arab-British 
Understanding ICAABU) Bul- 
letin.

EIGHT TEASPOONS of sugar 
and ope of salt in one litre of water 
and it. could mean .life for a 
diarrhoea-stricken child. It is inc- 
redible to believe the phenomena, 
but, as the United Nations Chi- 
ldrens Fund (UNICEF) statistics 
point out, the revolutionary, low- 
cost mixture helped save the lives 
of over half a millio n c hil dren in 
1984. And, in the wake of a gra- 
dual worldwide acceptance of the 
mixture, it could mean two mill in n 
lives annually in another five 
years. 

The treatment, popularly 
known as Oral Rehydratkan The- 
rapy (ORT), is gaining increased 
recognition around the globe and 
38 countries have launched nat- 
ional campaigns to propagate 
ORT and large-scale production 
of the life-saving mixture. 

ORT, hailed as one of the most 
dramatic breakthroughs of the 
century in the field of child health, 
has been developed by the World 
Health Organisation (WHO) in 
close coordination with UNICEF. 
In 1984, only about 15 per cent of 
the world population had acc- 
epted its potentiality, but the pic- 
ture is rapidly changin g as more 
and more countries are 


i aware of the importance of OR1 
^ and its role in protecting the life of 
their future generations. 

Diarrhoea, one of the most 
menacing cfafldltill eis, drains out 
the water contents of the stricken 
child’s body and the situation 
could be made worse by the unk- 
nowing mother who stops feeding 
fluids to the child. Sometimes the 
baby could be dead in a matter of 
hours. 

The simple ORT mixture, 
which could be made at home in 
case of emergencies, provides the 
child's body with the equivalent of 
the drained out fluid contents in 
24 hours and keeps the baby sta- 
ble. Administering the mixture is 
simple; an eight-to-one pro- 
portionate compound of sugar and 
salt in one litre of boiled and coo- 
. . led water fed to the baby every 24 
hours. Two vital points; The pro- 
portions should be accurate and 
new solutions should be prepared 
. every 24 hours. 

It is not as if UNICEF sets up an 
offic, opens centres around the 
country and starts distributing 
- whatever medicine or injections it 
can. On the contrary, each and 
every step that the agency takes js . 
carefully and aimed at *’ 

reaching the maximum number of 
people and involving as many 
local organisations and leaders as 
possible. 

Furthermore, UNICEF pro- 
grammes are always implemented 
closely in coordination with other 
UJN. agencies such as WHO, 
World Food Programme, Food 
and Agricultural Organisation 
and, in me Middle East, the Uni- 


ted Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees 
(UNRWA): 

The standard WHO/UNICEF 
formula for the mixture, in che- 
mical terms, is: 

Sodium chloride 33 grammes; 
Sodium hydrogen carbonate 2.5 
grammes; 

Potassium chloride 1.5 grammes 
and 

Glucose 20.2 grammes 

To be dissolved in one litre of 
dean, boiled and cooled drinking 
water. 

UNICEF statistics show that 
the U.N. agency itself distributed 
about 65 million packets of the 
mixture to 78 countries in 1984 
and the annual production by dev- 
eloping countries could reach 100 
million packets in 1985. 

Until the WHO breakthrough 
in singling out ORT as the most 
cost-effective remedy against dia- 
rrhoea, dehydration was treated 
through elaborate intravenou fee- 
ding % medical personnel in cli- 
nics. ORT eliminates the necessity' 
of such expensive and time- 
consuming treatment and offers 
the mother the best and most eff- 
ective home-made remedy. 

The ORT mixture, or “ mag ic 
salt'’ as it came to be known in 
developing countries, “has the 
potential to save the life of eno- 
rmous numbers of people around 
the world,” says a senior official of 
the International Centre of Dia- 
rrhoea! Disease Research in Ban- 
gladesh. “It is truly an incredible 
concept that something as sit 
inexpensive and effective 
emerged from the laboratory into 
people’s homes on such a large 
scale. 

The main task facing UNICEF 
in propagating ORT is bow to get 
the message across to mothers — 
the most reliable authority on 
their children. 

“We work in very close coo- 
rdination with governments and 
regional organisations,'’ says Vic- 
tor Soler-Sala^regional director of 
UNICEF. “We also seek to enlist 
the help of social, political, rel- 
igious and community leaders and 
influ ential figures in our campaign 
to make each and every woman 
aware of the potentiality of ORT 
and how it could help her save her 
children.” 

In the Arab World alone about 
3,0Q(X children die every day. and, 
" according to Mr. Soler-Sam, over 
50 per cent of the deaths could be 
attributed to diarrhoea. “Once the 
concept of ORT is accepted in 
every home, we expect the infant 
mortality rate (1MR) to come 
down dramatically, as it has done 
in most developed countries.” 

However, Mr. Soler-Sala points 
out, “the gross national product or 
the per capita income has very lit- 
tle to do with the country’s child

survival rate.” He cites as an exa- 
mple Laos and Oman. In Laos the 
per capita income is $80, but the 
IMR is 120 per 1,000, the same as 
Oman where the per capita inc- 
ome is $6,090 (1982 figures). 

“Whatever way you look at it, it 
all comes down to the mother," 
Mr. Soler-Sala seid. “It is the 
mother who is usually responsible 
for choosing to use a v illage mid-* 
wife to deliver her baby, to decide 
.whether to breast-feed or not, 
whether to use ORT, what food to 
give the baby, what means are to 
be used to ensure hygiene, whe- 
ther to take the . child for imm- 
unisation, etc.” 

Empowering the mother with 
present knowledge and tec- 
hniques to project the baby and 
util King the entir e society tomake 
the means for child protection ava- 
ilable to her is the baric strategy of 
UNICEF. 

. “The existing health services 
infrastructure is one of the vital 
dements in determining the eff- 
ectiveness of our campaign," Mr. 
Soler-Sola said. “We have to get- 
to each and every mother and 
wqman m^yay nooksand comer, 
and wc use wha^ver means ava 

ilable -to usj-pA z *“

and mother and childcare centres 
around the country, and, in add- 
ition, doctors are also giving adv- 
ice to mothers how to prepare the 
mixture at home. 

ORT is only (me of the most 
effective, inexpensive methods 
now available for safeguarding the 
lives and health of children in dev- 
eloping countries. 

UNICEF, which was est- 
ablished in 1946 with the aim of 
“improving the quality of the life 
ofthechfld", has been focusing on 

four relatively simple methods 
and making them easily accessible 
to parents to enable them to have 
the IMR and save the lives of alm- 
ost 2,000 children every day. 

Apart from ORT, the other 
methods are: 

Breast-feeding: Research has 
proved beyond any doubt that 
breast-fed babies enjoy better 
rhanrra of survival than their 
bottle-fed counterparts and that 
breast -milk offers the best natural 
protection and guarantees a good 
degree of immuni ty against most 
common infections. 

By contrast, Mr, Soler-Sala 
says, the rate of breast-fed babies 
is going uptn. developed countries 
while recent “^years witnessed a 
crice in developing 
C£F, through the 
mass media and other means, ref- 
ocused the attention of mothers 
on the merits of breast-feeding 
and, as a result, the practice has 
picked up again in developing 
countries. 

An international 10-year cam- 
paign against the promotion of 
bottle-feeding was launched in 
1981 and many countries have 
adopted legislation to prevent 
public promotion of substitutes 
for breast-milk. 

However, according to the 
"State of the World’s Children” 
report at 1985, it is not known yet 
whether the campaign has suc- 
ceeded in reversing the trend of 
bottle-feeding. 

Immunisation: Measles, dip- 
htheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
tuberculosis and polio — the six 
major cbfldkillers — account for 
about five million c h fldriea th s 
annually in addition to five million 
disabled. 

To counter these menaces, 
UNICEF has developed a unique 
low-cost immunisation pro- 
gramme which has found wid- 
espread acceptance around the 
globe. The $5-a-child imm- 
unisation programm ensures bet- 
ter chances of survival for the inf- 
ant up to his or her five years of 
age.

"Wc emphasise the fact that the 
present immunisation rates in 
developing countries could be 
doubled, or even trebled, if par- 
ents took advantage of existing 
immunisation pr og ram mes,” Mr. 
Soler-Sala said. He points out that 
in many cases parents take their 
child to the fim shot of injection 
— for instance, the three-stage 
anti-diphtheria vaccination — and 
drop out before the second or 
third shots could be administered. 
“In , such cases, the child remains 
as exposed to diseases as it was 
before the first shot,” he says. 

Growth monitoring: Mal- 
nutrition in childhood, which can 
permanently affect the mental and 


and convince them that if the four 
methods are properly followed 
their children stand better chances 
to survive, we would expect that 
the birth rates will gradually come 
down.*’ 

“However, everything looks 
perfect in theory, but the real pro- 
blem ties in instilling the awa- 
reness of such simple methods in 
the minds of mothers,” says Mr. 
Soler-Sala. “Our so-called social 
marketing, despite its universal 
merits, has its limitations and that 
is when governments, voluntary 
organisations, religious groupings, 
societies and the mass media come 
into the picture.'’ 

“Our role is to offer the critical 


physical development, is not only .. factors and advice to gover n ments 
caused by lack of proper food but and these organisations, and sup- 


also by a number of other reasons, 
including frequent infections. 

UNICEF outlines an effective 
programme of pinpointing whe- 
ther the child is suffering from 
malnutrition by maintaining a 
growth chart. The chart, if pro- 
perly maintain ed, can show abn- 
ormalities in the child’s growth, 
mainly through a comparison of 
weight in the growing process until 
the age erf five. 

UNICEF advocates breast- 
feeding until the child is six 
months and gradual solid foods 
until one year when the infant is 
on the “regular f amil y diet.” A 
close watch on the baby’s weight 
over the period has to be mai- 
ntained and if the weight growth 
does not conform to a set pro- 
portion, then the mother can rea- 
lise that the child is suffering from 
malnutrition which could be the 
result of a number of reasons. 
Expert advice has to be sought to 
pinpoint the cause. 

“It is not at all expensive or 
cumbersome to maintain a growth 
chart,” says Mr. Soler-Sala. “The 
practice is coming into force in 
over 80 countries?' 

The chart could be made of vir- 
tually indestructible plastic paper 
which can also serve as vital reo- 
’ords about immunisation , wea- 
ning, breast-feeding, birth spacing 
etc. in the term of a parental guide 
to ensure the health of the entire 
family. 

Commenting on the relatively 
higher birth rate in the Arab 
world and AfricsuMr. Soler-Sala 
said: “History has proved that 
once parents are assured of the 
survival of their child they refrain 
from increasing the number of 
family members. Therefore, if eff- 
ective campaigns reach parents 


prat them with whatever we could 
and maintain a steady base of exp- 
anding such activities, keeping in 
view availabe means and always 
looking for further means,” he 
said. 

For instance, Mr. Soler-Sala 
says, about 70 per cent of chi- 
ldbirths in developing countries 
are handled by traditional mid- 
wives and not by specially-trained 
medical personnel. “We are very 
much aware of this situation and 
our campaign also encompasses 
these traditional experts, who are 
present in almost every village, in 
developing countries,” he said. 
“In feet, we get to these people 
and advise than how best to ens- 
ure the health of the baby during 
and after the delivery process.” 

Mr. Soler-Sala cited as an exa- 
mple the severing of the umbilical 
cord after delivery. “We advise 
the village midwrves bow imp- 
ortant h is to use a sterilised knife 
to cut the umbilical cord, which 
otherwise could be infected. We 
also' advise the midwives how best 
they could keep a high hygienic 
standard in the delivery process 
etc.” 

Replying to those who say it is 
not a matter of will but of res- 
ources to implement health pro- 
grammes, UNICEF asks a simple 
question: How much does the 
costs have to fell? 

“Ilfs »wn»w'n g to see people look 
at the question,” says Mr. Soler- ' 
Saia. “It would not cost more than 
one per cent of the world’s gross 
national product to save the lives 
of approximately seven million 
children and to ensure better sur- 
vival chances for many millions 
more. If the challenge is not taken 
up. now, chances are that it will 
never be taken up;”"

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England wins over 
Ireland at Wembley 

LONDON (R) — England scored their fifth suc- 
cessive victory Tuesday night when they beat Ireland

Pedroza to

LONDON (R) — Eusebio Ped- 
roza of Panama is to defend his

McGuigan, 24, is generally con- 
sidered to be Britain’s best world 
tide hope for some time. Pedroza 
was here to see last rrigbfs fight, 
although an attack of influenza 
forced him to watch the bout on 
television at his hotel. 

But tbe world champion would 
have been left in no doubt that the 
articulate McGuigan’s reputation 
was well founded. McGuigan said: 
“lam absolutely delighted and tbe 
sooner we get the last details set- 
tled the better.”

EC agrees compromise 
for new steel subsidies 


BRUSSELS (R) — European 
Community (EC) industry min- 
isters Wednesday agreed on rules 
for giving temporary new sub- 
sidies to steel firms in financial 
trouble after condemning pro- 
tectionism by the United States, 

By bridging differences bet- 
ween West Germany, France and 
Italy, the compromise plan ave- 
rted the risk that Rome or Paris 
would pay further steel industry 
subtidies illegally, tempting Boon 
to respond by curbing cheap imp- 
orts from its Community partners. 

Ministers reaffirmed that all 
steel subsidies must finish at the 
end of this year. 

In one of their toughest attacks 
on U3. trade policy, the ministers 
warned that Washington's pro- 
tectionism on behalf of its steel 
industry could lead to a severe 
deterioration in relations between 
the two sides. 

The ministers ordered the bloc’s 
executive commission to explore 
all retaliatory measures that could 
be used if the United States per- 
sisted in actions which they said 
breached U 3. -Comm unity trade 
agreements. 

The ministers were responding 
to two^ grievances: U.S. refusal to 
let the Community sell steel pipes 
and tubes for a tag U.S. oil pip- 


eline outside its normal export 
quota, and U.S. pressure to curb 
.Community exports of semi- 
finished steel. 

Italy and France want to pay 
their steel industries extra sub- 
sidies this year of $1.5 billion and 
$1.1 billion respectively. 

West Germany had sought to 
make these payments conditional 
on extra French and Italian cuts in 
steelmaking capacity, plus higher 
-production quotas for less sub- 
sidised firms elsewhere. 

Bonn’s idea was opposed by 
Paris and Rome on the grounds 
that going beyond presently pla- 
nned cuts could harm a steel firm’s 
ability to return to profitability. 

The final compromise gave the 
commission wide discretion on 
whether and by bow much com- 
panies should make new capacity 
cuts in return for increased sub- 
sidies. 

The ministers said in an ann- 
ouncement that the commission 
would apply existing rules req- 
uiring subsidies to be linked to a 
plan for restoring viability to the 
enterprise concerned. 

By the end of this year, the 
Community is likely to have cut at 
least 30 million tonnes of ste- 
elmafcing capacity from the 1980 
level of almost 170 million tonnes. 


U.S. takes tough stance 
on L. American debtors 


VIENNA (R) — The United Sta- 
tes relied Tuesday for tighter eco- 
nomic control over the use of sca- 
rce resources for development in 
debt-ridden Latin America. 

Treasury Assistant Secretary 
David Midford, here for the ann- 
ual conference of the Inter- 
American Development Bank 
(IADB). ruled out discussion of 
future funding for the bank until it 
tightened up its lending polities. 

In a tough ly-worded statement, 
he opposed suggestions thta the 
bank should step up concessional 
lending for social development 
projects in the region’s poorest 
countries. 

“Budgetary resources are sca- 
rce. This is a fact of life the IADB 
must face," Mr. Mulford told fin- 
ance ministers and top officials 
from the bank’s 43 member cou- 
ntries. 

Funded by the. U 3,, Japan^ni 
West European nations, the ; 
is the major multilateral lending 
agency for development in Latin 
America and the Caribbean, hav- 
ing approved loans worth more 
than S5 billion in the last two 
years. 

But delayed capital con- 
tribution payments by the U.S. 
and some other countries have 


forced a hold-down on lending so 
far this year, IADB officials said. 

Meanwhile,’ Latin American 
nations are discussing a new bri- 
dging loan for Argentina to help it 
pay arrears on its $50 billion for- 
eign debt. 

Mexican Finance Minister Jesus 
Silva Herzog Tuesday confirmed 
that a proposal, the latest in a long 
line of emergency plans put tog- 
ether for Argentina over the last 
year, was being discussed at the 
IADB annual meeting here. 

Argentina's 11 -bank creditors' 
steering committee last week ple- 
dged continuing support for a new 
$4.2 billion loan, part of a res- 
cheduling package tied to a $1.42 
billion International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) programme. 

But the IMF this month sus- 
pended the programme pending 
renegotiation of inflation targets 
missed by Argentina in February, 
in turn putting the new bank loan 
in jeopardy. 

Mr. Silva Herzog, who helped 
cement an emergency loan of 
$500 million for Argentina last 
year, said the bridging loan would 
be used to help pay off Arg- 
entina's bank interest arrears, now 
totalling some $850 million dating 
back to November. 


World governments’ spending rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Spending by government 
bodies has been rising steadily throughout the non- 
communist world, even under conservative adm- 
inistrations such as those of U.S. President Ronald 
R»ag nn and British Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher, according to figures from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 


The fund calculates government 
spending as the government share 
each year of a nation’s gross dom- 
estic product. Between 1974 and 
1981 the overall percentage spent 
by governments at all levels rose' 
from 35.97 per cent ot 41.20 per 
cent. In a few countries, notable 
France, West Germany, Norway 
and Sweden, governments spent 
more than half of all new wealth. 

Die fund's latest "government 
statistics yearbook" puts together 
the records of 129 countries. For 
’ the first time, it presents combined 
figures for many of them on all the 
money spent by local as well as by 
.centra) governments. 

In 1982 — the last year ava- 
ilable — 38.3 per cent of the 
money value of everything pro- 
duced in the United States was 
spent through governments, a low 
proportion compared with most 
major countries. But the pro- 


portion was up 1.42 percentage 
points from 1981, the first year of 
the Reagan administration. 

Between 1977 and 1980, under 
former President Mr. Jimmy Car- 
ter, total government spending of 
ail kinds rose to 36.02 per cent 
from 34.15 per cent, a difference 
of 1.87 percentage points. 

Britain showed a rise of 135 
percentage points to 49.82 per 
cent between 1982 and 1980. the 
first full year of the Thatcher gov- 
ernment. In the previous five 
years, under governments headed 
by the Labour Party, the fund's 
figures for the government share 
of total spending show a decline. 

There was a sharp rise of 3.28 
percentage points to 51.21 per 
cent in France in 1982, the first 
full year of Socialist President 
Francois Mitterrand’s adm- 
inistration. There had also been a 
slow, steady rise in previous years 


under conservative governments. 

Major spending is military 

One big element in the increase 
has been military spending. 

“The growth in defence exp- 
enditures since 1979 has been 
most pronounced among ind- 
ustrial countries, where defence 
spending reached an average of 
4.2 per cent of GDP (gross dom- 
estic product) in 1982," the hind's 
bureau of statistics said in an ana- 
lysis of the figures. 

GDP is the money value of all 
the goods and services a country 
produces in a year. It is roughly 
the same as national income. 

“Expenditures (for defence) in 
1982 ranged from 5.9 per cent of 
GDP in the United States (6.2 per 
cent in 1983) to about 3 per cent in 
France, the Federal Republic of 
Germany, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way and Sweden, and slightly 
below 2 per cent in Canada and 
Italy,” it added. 

No figures were provided for 
Japan and few for communist 
countries. 

Detailed figures for poor cou- 
ntries were given as a proportion 
of the country's total production. 


In terms of government spending 
on defence, rich and poor were 
roughly comparable: Industrial 
countries spent an average 14.2 
per cent of their 1982 budgets^ 
poor countries 13.5 per cent. 

There was a slight decline 
among the poor countries overall, 
but some individual poor cou- 
ntries spent a much greater share 
of their budgets on defence than 
anyof the rich ones. 

The top proportions were in the 
Middle cast: Oman 51.27 per 
cent and North Yemen 34.72 per 
cent in 1983, and Israel 30.32 per 
cent in 1982. 

In Asia the figure was 33 3 1 per 
cent for Pakistan in 1982 and 
31.88 per cent for South Korea in 
1983. 

The U3. figure in terms of gov- 
ernment spending was 14.19 per 
cem in 1982 ana West Germany 
9.09 per cent. 

Spending on health and welfare 
was reported relatively stable. 

Education was generally getting 
less money, though the fund had 
figures for only a few countries. 
The world average was 5.4 per 
cent of income in 1982, compared 
with 5.8 per cem the year before 
and 6.9 per cent in 1976. 


Study outlines ways to cut protectionism 


GENEVA (AP) — A "growing 
accumulation of protectionist 
rneasures"threatens to stunt worl- 
dwide economic growth, says an 
independent study published 
Wednesday by the General Agr- 
eement on Tariffs and Trade 

(GATT). 

The study makes 15 rec- 
ommendations for decreasing 
global trade protectionism, inc- 
luding subjecting national trade 
policies to “regular scrutiny" and 
integrating developing countries 
fully into the world trade system 
rather than granting them special 
status, which often involves pro- 
tectionism. 

It also calls for a new round of 
GATT negotiations aimed at “str- 
engthening- the multilateral tra- 
ding system and further opening 


world markets." 

The report suggests that cou- 
ntries “should be ready to explore 
new ways and means of expanding 
trade in services and to determine 
whether rules for trade in goods 
can be applied to the services sec- 
tor. 

It was compiled by a seven- 
member international panel hea- 
ded by Mr. Fritz Leutweiler, for- 
mer chairman of the Bank for Int- 
ernational Settlements. 

The study says the world is cap- 
able of sustaining annual per cap- 
ita growth of 3.3 per cent, as it did 
from 1953-73, if it can benefit 
from new technology, new mar- 
kets in developing countries and 
potentially lower trade barriers. 

At that rate of growth, per cap- 


ita income could double in “just 
over 20 years,” the study says. 

But “if the trend towards trade 
restriction continues, the sus- 
tained economic growth we seek 
will become impossible.*' it S3id. 

“The (GAIT) trading rules 
are increasingly ignored or eva- 
ded.” it said. The GATT provides 
a forum for airing trade disputes 
and a framework of rules for world 
trade which 122 countries have 
agreed to follow, although tihly 90 
are signatories. 

The report cites Japan as a fre- 
quent target of trade pro- 
tectionism, “partly because of its 
own reputation for protectionism 
but primarily because of its export 
success." 

Brazil, Hong Kong and South 


Korea, which “show signs of dup- 
licating Japan's success," also are 
increasingly (he target of pro- 
tectionism, the study said. 

ft says nationalism “is fre- 
quently used" to gain political 
support for proiectionist mea- 
sures. The report cited various 
slogans such as “buy American," 
“buy British." or, attributed to 
India, “self-determination means 
buying domestic products.” 

Agricultural trade is more often 
the object of protectionism than 
trade in manufactures, the report 
said. 

European exports of subsidised 
wheat, U3. import restrictions on 
dairy products and Japanese imp- 
ort restrictions on citrus fruit and 
meat were cited as examples.

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. trade officials will visit Baghdad next 
month and hope to reach agreement on expanding UJS. -Iraqi trade, a 
U.S. official said Tuesday. Details of a proposed trade agreement are 
still being drafted, a Commerce Department official said. Deputy 
assistant secretary of commerce Mr. James Kelly will head the del- 
egation, scheduled to arrive in Baghdad on April 20. “We have 
always had commercial relations with Iraq. This is an effort to inc- 
rease the volume of trade,” he said. U.S. exports to Iraq were $51 1 
million in 1983 whQe imports from Iraq amounted to $60 million. 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt will raise 
the price of top grades of petrol by 
25 per oent from April 1, a spot 
kesman for the Egyptian General 
Petroleum Company (EOPC) saiCT] 
Wednesday. 

The price will rise from 16 pia- 
stres to 20 piastres a litre (about 
60 cents to 76 cents a U 3. gallon), 
the spokesman said, but low- 
grade petrol will be kept at the 
present price of 15 piastres a litre 
(57 cents a gallon). 

The measure was the latest in 
cautious moves to curb huge state 
subsidies on basic food and fuel 
that drain a strapped exchequer 
and encourage over-consumption. 

Mr. Hosni Mubarak, has int- 
roduced a new two piastre loaf, 
said to be better quality, alongside 
the one piastre variety, although 
the latter seems increasingly sca- 
rce.

Sterling rises as dollar slides 


LONDON (R) — The pound ste- 
rling surged to a six-month high 
against major currencies Wed- 
nesday as Britain's high interest 
rates stole investment away from a 
t-4-shding dollar. 

“The dollar is suffering from a 
certain crisis of confidence.” said 
Mr. Chris Zwermann, a foreign 
exchange analyst with Man- 
ufacturers Hanover Trust in Fra- 
nkfurt. 

After closing at $1.1820 in 
London Tuesday, sterling rose in 
New York and the Far East aga- 
inst the weakening U.S. currency 
to breach 1.20 and hit $1.2110 at 
midday. 

“Sterling has been the main 
beneficiary of the dollar’s decline 
due largely to the belief British 
interest rates will stay high for the 
time being." one dealer said. 

Die pound's trade-weighted 
index rose to 77.0 per cent of its 
1975 value at midday — its hig- 
hest since Sept. 14. 

In Frankfurt the dollar was set 
aL 3.1623 marks, a two-month low 
nearly seven pfennigs below Tue- 


sday's 3-2316. The latest slide 
began Tuesday and gathered pace 
after selling from New York cor- 
porations worried traders in Asia. 

The dollar,- seemingly imp- 
regnable only weeks ago; has been 
hit by a battery of adverse factors, 
such as nervousness that" Texan 
banks. might be under pressure 
from problems in the energy ind- 
ustry and the difficulties of savings 
and loan banks in Ohio. 

Dealers feel authorities in the 
United States are unlikely to risk a 
severe banking crisis there by rai- 
sing dollar interest rates, while 
they expea the pound to retain a 
significant interest rate advantage 
for the foreseeable future. 

The British government is being 
cautious about a cut in London 
interest rates in case it hurts ste- 
rling. In January the strength of 
the dollar provoked a sharp int- 
erest rate rise to save the pound, 
whose weakness was pushing up 
import costs. 

The dollar b as fallen dra- 
matically since Feb. 27, when cen- 
' tral bank intervention brought the 


U.S. currency tumbling from a 
13-year high of 3.4780 marks and 
record strength of just over 1.03 
against sterling. 

Since March 15, when news 
broke of trouble in Ohio’s 71 
state-chattered savings banks, the 
dollar has fallen by if per cent 
against sterling and 63 per cent 
against the mark. 

Die dollar has dipped to around 
2.6780 Swiss francs at midday 
Wednesday from 2 .8940 on 
March 15, and to 253.15 yen from 
261.03. Sterling has risen to 
3.8325 marks from below 339 at 
the beginning of March. 

Gold price rises 

Die price of gold, which tends 
to benefit from dollar weakness, 
was fixed in London at $329.90 an 
ounce Wednesday morning, up 
from 324.50 at Tuesday night's 
close. 

In Tokyo Mr. Toshihiko Iida, 
senior dealer for the Bank of 
Tokyo, predicted a decline to 3. 15 
marks unless Europeans begin 
buying dollars.

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Weinberger: NATO has ‘a lot’ 
of interest in defence plans 


LUXEMBOURG (AF) — Caspar Weinberger, the 
U.S. defence secretary said Wednesday die NATO 
allies had shown “a lot of interest” in participating 
in U.S. research of a space-based missile defence. . 


On Tuesday, Mr. Weinberger 
formally invited the NATO nat- 
ions, plus Japan, Australia and 
Israel, to join in the multi billion 
dollar research programme. 

‘'There seems to be a lot of int- 
erest in it and a lot of willingness to 
participate," the defence sec- 
retary said as he entered a second 
and final day of meetings with 
other NATO defence chiefs. 

“We would like to have as much 
participation as possible," he 
added. 

American officials bad said 
Tuesday that the NATO defence 
ministers had strongly endorsed 
the research phase of the space 
weapons initiative, although none 
formally committed then gov- 
ernments to participation. 

Mr. Weinberger also told rep- 
orters Wednesday that he was 
“delighted” with the U.S. House 


of Representatives vote Tuesday 
in favour of spending an add- 
itional Si.S billion to produce a 
second batch of 21 MX int- 
ercontinental missiles “that will 
give us 42 (missiles) in all and is a 
good start on the full programme” 
be said. 

France, which has been among 
the most skeptical of the allies on 
the space weapons subject, was 
not represented at the meeting. It 
does not attend NATO defence 
conferences because its forces are 
not integrated in the NATO mil- 
itary structure. 

The French, and to a lesser deg- 
ree the British and Italians, have 
raised questions about the fea- 
siblity of a space-based defence 
against Soviet attack and about 
the implications for NATO policy. 

In a letter to his NATO cou- 


nterparts Tuesday, Mr. Wei- 
nberger formally invited the allies 
to participate in the research 
phase of the programme. He also 
sought to reassure them that Wes- 
tern Europe would not be left vul- 
nerable if a space-based defence 
were adopted by the United Sta- 
tes. 

He also said consultations with 
the allies would play an “imp- 
ortant part” in a U.S. decision 
about whether to erect any space 
weapons system that was deemed 
by the research to be useful.

India has over 85,000 Tamil refugees 


NEW DELHI (R) — More than 
85,000 refugees from Sri I-anka 
have fled to India since ethnic 
unrest erupted on the island in 
July 1983, the government said

Pakistan has begun enriching 
uranium — the first step towards 
making a bomb — at its top-secret 


nuclear laboratory near Isl- 
amabad but insists tills is for pea- 
ceful purposes only. 

Gen. Ztfferero, who was in 
Lahore for a conference of nuclear 
scientists, said Pakistan could 
probably make a nuclear bomb. 
He said the best proof of peaceful 
intentions would be for Pakistan 
to allow international inspection 
of all its nuclear facilities. 

Islamabad refuses to sign the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty 
until India, which exploded a nuc- 
lear device in 1974, does so. 

The United States and West 
Germany have offered to help 
Pakistan develop a nuclear pro- 
gramme for peaceful purposes if it 

signs the treaty.

expert game. Oh. the difference — 
it’s like night and day. Take this 
hand, as an example of what I mean. 

“In third seat. I must say that I 
agree with our opponent's decision 
Lo open four hearts. He had the 
worst possible distribution and. op- 
posite a partner who had passed, 
there was no chance of slam. 

"The expert who held me made 
his natural lead of the queen of 
diamonds. Our partner rose with 
the ucc and, since the lead marked 
declarer with the king of diamonds 
and the club suit offered no pros- 
pect of a trick, he made his natural 
switch to a low spade. 

"Now, If J had been playing with 
the penny-pinching crowd that you 
are used to playing with, the con- 
tract would have been made. Had 
one of them been in the West chair, 
he would have used me to win the 
second trick, cubed the ace and 
then searched around frantically for 
the setting trick. Declarer easily 
would have made the rest of the 
tricks. 

“Watching my expert at work 
was a thing of beauty. He won the 
second trick with the ace of spades, 
then cut me to the dogs. His part- 
ner captured me with the king and 
led a third spade, and that was that. 

“If declarer ruffed low, he would 
be overrufled by my cousin, the 
Knave of Hearts. If he ruffed high, 
my cousin would score a trick by 
force. Either way, the contract was 
doomed. 

"I hope this dissertation will be of 
use to you in the future.* 1 


No end in sight to Burma’s 
jungle wars with guerrillas 


RANGOON (R) — The Burmese 
Armed Forces celebrated their 
40th anniversary Wednesday eng- 
aged in one of the biggest and least 
publicised jungle wars in Asia. 

Speaking at a military parade 
here to mark the event, the Bur- 
mese Defence Minister and 
Armed Forces Chief-of-Staff 
Gen. Kyaw Htin said anti- 
government insurgents were no 
longer in a position to mount 
large-scale attacks. 

“Driven to remote border reg- 
ions they are in no position to att- 
ack in force and have been sending 
out small teams of saboteurs,” he 
said. 

But foreign diplomats here said 
oo immediate end to the fi ghting 
was in sight. 

Last Sunday the government 
said its soldiers and airmen had 
killed 1^70guerrillas from 19 dif- 
ferent rebel groups in 3,014 da- 
shes during tiie past 12 months. 

It said 20 of those dashes were 
major batiks and airstrikes were 
called in to help ground troops. 

The government statement said 
566 ci the *110/5170,000 soldiers 
were lolled ana 1,195 were wou- 
nded during the same period. 

Aimed rebellion in Burma 


broke out soon after the country 
became independent from Britain 
in 1948. 

The rebels include the pro- 
Chinese Burmese Communist 
Party (BCP), Ethnic minorities 
such as the Karen, Kachin, Shan 
and PA-O, as well as “pocket arm- 
ies” led by opium warlords. 

They operate in rugged and 
j tingled regions along Burma’s 
benders with Bangladesh, India, 
China, Laos and Thailand, bat- 
tling the Burmese army — and at 
times each other — with mortars, 
,100001688 rifles, rockets and anti- 
aircraft guns. 

The government has foiled to 
crush the Karen rebellion despite 
its siege of Karen bases and trade 
centres which began 16 months 
ago. 

The BCP, the largest insurgent 
group, continues to worry Ran- 
goon even after China cut on most 
of its aims aid to the guerrillas in 
order to cultivate relations with 
Burma in 1980. 

The Communists operate in or 
‘near the “Golden Triangle” 
opium -producing region of 
Burma, Laos and Thailand, and 
finan c e operations with die pro- 
duction and smuggling of dregs.

SYDNEY (R) — Australia, one of 
17 nations asked by the United 
States to join its “Star Wars” res- 
earch, will not take part in the 
programme, the Defence min- 
ister’s office said Wednesday. 

Australia bad already made 
dear it would not be involved in 
research under Washington’s Str- 
ategic Defence Initiative (SDI), a 
spokeswoman for Minister Kim 
Beazkytdd Reuters. 

The government was reacting to 
a U.S. invitation announced Tue- 


Wemberger to its NATO allies 
and Israel, Japan and Australia to 
join its research programme into 
space-based defence against nuc- 
lear missiles. 

The formal invitation was iss- 
ued in a letter released to the press 
almost as soon as it was handed to 
13 NATO defence ministers att- 
ending a nudear planning meeting 
in Luxembourg. 

But Australian Prime Minister 
Bob Hawke told parliament Wed- 
nesday that his government had 
trot received any official invitation 
from Washington to join the SDI 
programme. 

Responding to an opposition 
question, Mr. Hawke said, “I have 
not received any such invitation or 
communication from Mr. Wei- 
nberger.’’ 

Australia is a close ally of the 
United States with strong links 
under the ANZUS defence all- 
iance and with joint military 
communications bases here. 

The spokeswoman for the def- 
ence minister said in Canberra 
that Mr. Hawke had said several 
times in a press conference during 
a trip to Washington last month 


that Australia did not endorse the 
SDI programme. 

“If s not an initiative as for as 
the Australian government is con- 
cerned that receives our end- 
orsement,"" Mr. Hawke had said. 

“It is based upon assumptions 
about a capacity for total defence 
against incoming offensive wea- 
pons which raise very serious que- 
stions.” 

He had sought and received 
assurances from Mr. Weinberger 
and Pres dent Reagan that under 
the two countries' joint facilities 
the SDI was not involved, the spo- 
keswoman said. 

Denmark; against SDI 

Meanwhile the Danish par- 
liament has voted against any inv- 
olvement in Star Ware anti-missile 
systems and urged the country’s 
government to work against them. 

The largely Socialist opposition 
carried a vote against the minority 
government urging it to work aga- 
inst any placing of weapons in 
outer space and to oppose par- 
ticipation in research and dev- 
elopment of space weapons. 

The vote was carried 74 to 66 in 
the 179-seat parliament (Fol- 
keting) with no abstentions. The 
four parties in the ruling centre- 
right coalition and the small 
right-wing Progress Party opp- 
osed the motion. 

Danish Foreign Minister Uffe 
EUemaim-Jensen. said that par- 
liament might as well vote against 
the weather being cold next winter 
but he added that the government 
would loyally follow the wishes of 
the majority. 


Sino-Soviet dialogue 
to resume on April 9 


PEKING (R) — China said Wed- 
nesday it would resume talks with 
the Soviet Union next month an 
ways of improving political rel- 
ations ami d signs that a thaw is 
underway between the two long- 
hostile Communist giants. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said the sixth round of the dis- 
cussions begun in October, 1982, 
would take place in Moscow sta- 
rting on April 9. 

He did not say who would lead 
the Chinese delegation, but Chi- 

Vice Foreign Minis ter Qian^2fe- 
herr to represent Peking again. 

Since the fifth round of talks 
late- last year, when Mr. Qian 


faced his old sparring partner, 
Deputy Foreign Minister Leonid 
HyxAiov, there have been a num- 
ber of signs that the two sides have 
decided to work towards healing 
their two-decade rift. 

First came - news that Sino- 
Soviet trade was to rise sharply 
this year, then Peking and Mos- 
cow announced agreement on a 
1986-1990 trade pact putting 
economic ties back on a stable 
long-term path. 

In late December Pekingplayed 
host to Vice-Premier Ivan Ark- 
timov, the highest ranking Soviet 
official to visit China since ihe 
1960s.
